NEW SECTION.  Section 1.  Transfer of money -- contingency. (1) Except as provided in subsection11

(2), there is transferred $2 million in fiscal year 2004 and $2 million in fiscal year 2005 in general fund money12

from the personal services budget of the department of public health and human services to be used to fund13

prescription drugs for persons being served in community-based mental health programs. The reduction in14

personal services funding must be applied first to Helena-based, full-time equivalent employees.15

(2)  The transfer authorized in subsection (1) is effective only if the 2005 biennial general fund16

appropriation for personal services in state level activities for the department of public health and human17

services in House Bill No. 2 is $4 million less than what was appropriated for the biennium ending June 30, 2003.18
